A copy of the latter 
communication was directed to you. 



As stated la the referenced communications, the 
photographs sought by Hr. Fensterwald, described in his letter 
to you datod August 28, 1072, are not in FBI files. The 
General Counsel of the Central Intelligence Agency lnforaed 
this Bureau by lettor dated October 11, 1972, that there 
is no way In which the 20 photographs sought can bo Identified 
by that Agency. The Oeneral Counsel commented that since the 
plcturoo had no relevance to the Lee Harvey Oswald case, 
no identification was ande at the time they were displayed 
to Pedro Gutierrez Valencia In Mexico In 1064, and unless 
they wore otherwise of Intelligence Interest, they would 
have been routinely destroyed. The General Counsol requested 
that wo reply to Hr. Fensterwald along those Udob without 
specifically Identifying the Central Intelligence Agoncy.
